No Coal, GU in 3,000 Yean 
What Then? Asks Daioieis

"Estimates of our fuel reserve 
.vary but it is likely that our oil 
;and coal will be used up In less 
'ihan 3,000 years," stated Dr. Daniel 
n his lecture on Atomic and Solar 
nergy which took place at 8 p.m. 
Moysc Hall yesterday evening, 
owe ver," he continued, "there 
11 still be water power,' atomic 
energy and solar energy. Atomic 
mergy," he stated, "came six years 
after the discovery of nuclear fis- 
sion in 1030. ^The energy is obtahi- 
<^ in à}'nuçlçàr chain reacting pile 
■-"d enoiAoiis quantities of heat 
e produced. "But to convert this 
t to. economic use presents many 
blems. An . materials Used- in 
e construction of the reactor must 
'be. able to withstand the gamma 
Fays.". As an example, Dr. Daniels 
mentioned that glass would dis- 
solve under these conditions. 
. 'To convert this heat from the 
nuclear fission into electricity," 
said Dr. Daniels, "the pile must be 
operated at a high temperature. 
This would necessitate the discov- 
ery of different materials. Further 
, the economic cost of atomic power 
would be very expensive. But even 
if those technical difficulties were 
overcome, there would still be the 
problem of changes In policies and 



the failure of some nations to ac 
cept international atomic control, 
to , overcome." . 
. Dr. Daniels slated that the atomic 
pile at Chalk River as pertains to 
experimental purposes far surpass- 
es any In the United Stales, Eng 
land or France. As for Russia, he 
continued. Aye, don't know; 

Dr. Daiileii^tlien continued hi^ 
lecture byt'dlscusslng Solar Ener 
gy. 'He stated that our supply of 
Solar heat Is abundant, but be- 
cause of the loss of efficiency in 
the, conversion of low tcmpreature 
sunlight to usable food or power, 
this fact has no apparent signific- 
ance. The storage, of solar power 
for the heating of homes however 
has already begun. 

Dr. Daniels then touched upon 
Photosynthesis, saying that this 
process so common In nature is 
Just beginning to be .understand 
by man. . . . 

Dr. Daniels closed by saying that 
an effective research program would 
probably assure a continuation of 
our energy-rich clvilizatlbn after 
oil and coal rcsorces ' have been 
depicted, provided that population 
Increase is kept in checlc and that 
the wastage of war is stopped. 



Bleachers to 
Be Erected^ 
At Dalhousie 



Halifax. — (CUP) — Within a 
week bleachers capable of seating 
approximately six hundred specta- 
tors will be Installed In the Dal- 
housie gymnasium. 

Half the cost of these bleachers 
will be- borne by the Students' 
Council. 

The idea of h'aving bleachers or 
iginated with John McCormack in 
1047. Last year plans were formu- 
lated by Professor Thcakston to 
make the idea an actuality. 

The bleachers arc being built by 
the Richards Wilcox Company of 
London, Ontario, who have sent 
two men to supervise 'their Instal- 
lation.. The University has agreed 
to bear half . the expense while the 
Students Council wiU pay the other 
half. 

The bleachers will be built in 
four sections. On the South side 
will be two divisions, one forty- 
three 'feet long, the other thirty 
éight feet. On the other side they, 
will be forty feet and thirty-eight 
eet. Each will have five rowip of 
seats, giving a .tqtalrot'^flveihun 
dred and ninety-scvch'feét for seat- 
ing. Allowing sixteen Inches per 
person, five hundred and ninety 
seven spectators could be comfort- 
ably seated. 

The bleachers can be folded up 
when no^n^use. They will then 
extend ^ow^brom the wall two feet 
and three 'and one-half ■ inches. 

The badminton courts , have had 
toLbe^^eiined ^ since the- bleachers 
Interfere^ith the 'ouùldé boundar-

Vitality Pai-t of 
Chi'istian Life 
Says Slater 

Fellowship, pioneer character and 
continued vitality, were' discussed 
by. Dn Slater at a meeting of The 
Canterbury Club In Divinity Hall 
yesterday. The subject of his ad- 
dress was "Why the Church." 

"The early Christians were bound 
by a bond, of fellowship," said Dr. 
Slater. "They had to defend their 
religion and their lives." 

"They were persecuted because 
of much the same reasons as' He- 
brews in Europe in our' age. .The 
Church was more than a mere vol- 
untary society formed by people 
who had similar tastes or similar 
aims. For two thousand years 
Christians themselves have held to 
a very different explanation. In 
spite of mlnbr„dlsagrcements,, there 
was among them'.remark^ agree- 
ment on the mâJor/^quâtioiM. He 
quoted the Bishop of 'Derby who 
said, "What a wealth of dogmatic, 
central* and positive belief Is really 
held In common by all' the great 
classical formajpf .ChEistlanily. In 
respect of tli^c'^doctrines'^whicii fun- 
damentally matter, there Is some- 
thing - very much like unanimity." 
This included the belief that the 
Church could only be explained by 
tracing Its origin to a divine found- 
er Jesus Christ. 

He cited as a fine example .^of 
Christian fellowship, a group of 
some 00 girls, living at the Y.W. 
C.A. in Rangoon, 'Burma. At the 
present time there is a violent Civil 
War raging 'in Burma, these girls 
represent. -both . of . the , .a.dversary 
parties, yet they manage ^to live 
together in peace. 
>'^The Christians have demon- 
strated à wonderful vitality since 
the Pentecost. They are pioneers 
In progress. In the last fifteen 
years the number of' Christians 
have increased at a ' stupendous 
rate, with some places even treb- 
ling. The explanation comes from 
beliefs, held . for over 2000 years, 
stated Dr.- Slater. 

The next meeting of the Canter- 
bury Club will be on Nov. 0, Dr. 
Ferguson, Dean of the Diocesan 
Theological College will be the 
guest speaker. His topic will be 
"The Bible, and the Ordinary Man."

manded from 1891 to 1894. He saw 
action in the Boer War, -In India, 
and In the first World War after 
which he was with the Egyptian 
expeditionary force until 1920. - 

From 1937 till 1038 Lord Wavell 
was commander of- the British 
forces In Palestine and Trans-Jor- 
dan. In 1940 he became commander- 
in-chief in the middle cast. Al- 
though outnumbered many times by 
forces five and ten times his own 
he managed to drive the Italians 
out of Cyrenaica In Libya. At the 
same time he was supervising 
operations in East Africa as well 
as the Mcdlteranean theatre. He 
then, recaptured British Somaliland 
and took Italian Somaliland, Eritrea 
and Ethiopia from the Italians. 

In 1041 he assumed command of 
the British forces In. India and In 
1943 became Viceroy of that coun- 
try. After the war he negotiated 
with Indian leaders but could come 
to no agreement as to how inde- 
pendence of that country was to 
come abolit. In 1946 he decided, in 
agreement with the British Cabinet, 
to enforce independence. Iii 1946 
he was appointed Colonel of the 
Black Watch, Royal Highland Regi- 
ment' .

Aerial Photos 
Discussed at 
Hillel Meeting 

"Aerial photojraphy has been ofi 
invaluable service to geologists," I 
Professor Adolf Rclfenberg told a 
meeting of ' the Hillel Foundation 
yesterday. 

Professor Relfcnbcrg, . Associate 
Professor ot Soil Science at the He- 
brew University of Jerusalem, 
spoke to a gathering of Hillel 
House, where he told of the many 
primitive ruins and reniîains un- 
covered in Israel with the aid of 
aerial photographs. 

The meeting, which is the second 
in a series sponsored by the Hillel 
Cultural Committee, heard how af- 
ter the discovery of aerial photo- 
graphy during the last war, RAF 
and Israeli flyers took many plc- 
tuies of Israel that became quitt: 
valuable. These photographs made 
possible the - unearthing , of many 
ptimitlve ruins which has hither to 
been unknown. • - ' 

Professor Relfcnbcrg Illustrated, 
with the aerial photographs on 
slides, how the ancient towns were 
bull*, layer over devastated | layer, 
and he also showed the burled re- 
mains of ancient arenas, dams, 
aqueducts and city walls. 

In summing .ip. Professor Rcl- 
fenberg mentlonod the important 
role played by aerial photography 
hi Archeology, Re-forestration, and 
in wartime.
